ERRATA; bad ink and bad printing are respon¬ 
sible for the disappearance of some diacritical dots, 
and it is difficult to find out whether such dots have 
been originally omitted or simply have not come out 
on some copies due to faulty inking. The teat 
misprints, however, are: p. 14, line 12,—read shab 
for sab. On p. 17, line 4, read Tusctn for Tttshian. 
On p, 22, line 9, the end, t has bear omitted In 
da'uiaL On p. 24, line 4, in the first word hand the 
dot has been dropped. The same page, line 15: b in 
thabk is missing.

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K»» been taken to preserve intact the character and 
orthography of the text as fat as possible, introducing 
corrections only wherever this is absolutely necessary 
for the intelligibility of the matter. One of the most 
salient features of the copies coming from Badakhshan 
is their systematic disregard of the rules of Persian 
grammar concerning the use of the relative and 
definitive suffixes -i which are here almost invariably 
wnftwil Another feature is the frequent use of chih 
(probably ■ pronounced chu) in the sense of c/iii or 
chun. t may add that this peculiarity is not only found 
in the variety of Persian used in Badakhshan, but 
also may be often heard in the colloquial language of 
SE part of Khorasan, in Biriand and Qs’in. 

While on a visit to London in August 1948,1 was 
ab)e to co nsult dm ms. copy of the JXwan of Nizar! 
QuhLstSnJ in the British Museum (Or. 7909), in an 
attempt to verify the. quotations in our text. Of all 
these 1 have succeeded in finding only the one which 
appears on p. 13 of the text ( f. 140 of the ms.). 
Although dm baft seems to be not quite sound 
metrically, the British Museum copy offers it in 
exactly die same form except for reading the begin¬ 
ning of die second half of it: Kofimu’Uah Id... 
instead of kay. 

- The original copy of the text, dating probably 
from the middle of the last century, on greyish hand- 
made paper, fit inelegant but legible nasta'Iiq, has 
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port and shipping companies, customs, strikes in the 
docks, and what not 

The executive committee of the “Ismaili Society™ 
offer their sincere apologies for the unsatisfactory 
appearance of the text edited here. Under normal 
conditions they would not hesitate to scrap iv®nd 
print it afresh in a decent form. But at present 
reprinting would mean wasting again time, labour, 
money, etc., with no guarantee that the results could 
be better. The text is primarily intended for scholars 
who will understand this position, and who will 
not reproach the Society for not having done the 
impossible. 

I have already given all die necessaiy information 
about the text in the introduction to its Translation. 
Here it will suffice to recall only the most essential 
points: no exact date of composition is found in the 
opuscule, but internal evidence permits us to infer 
that it was composed towards the end of the tenth/ 
sixteenth century/somewhere in Persia proper, and 
not in Badakhshatu The doctrine which it propounds 
has already drifted considerably frbm the Fatimid 
standards, probably under the strong influence of the 
mystical elements of Shi‘ite Sufism of tbe post- 
Mongol, and especially the Safawid period. 

To what has been said in the introduction to 
the translation I would like to add that great care 
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doing lithograph work were even more seriously 
affected by riots, strikes, shortage of skilled labour, 
and the absence of good scribes. They were* 
practically non-existent for die purpose of printing a 
text of this kind. Therefore the idea was seised 
upon of making an attempt to print the "Ismaili 
SocietyV* publications in Egypt. The remedy, 
h owc ff c fr proved to be worse than the illness. The 
management of the presses which had been recom¬ 
mended to us as some of the very best showed them¬ 
selves to be monsters of dishonesty and rascality. In 
complete disregard of the agreements into which they 
had entered, they systematically cheated us in every¬ 
thing: in p ape r , ink, composition, printing, duration 
of die work, etc. The workers, amongst whom 
many are addicts to hashish, can not be relied on 
,«vealn the most trivial matters. They systematically 
overlook c o rrect i ons in the proofs, and In those 
which they carry out they often make new mistakes. 
More than thUrina mysterious way they manage to 
introduce horrible errors while printing, afar the 
p coots om oocn ptwW : 

' When this nightmare ends, then begins another 
one, with dw productions of the fertile minds of 
the Egyptian officials in the form of all lands of 
rules, re gulations , rest ric ti o ns, prohibitions, demands 
for Parana, licences, eta, and these are followed by 
the rascality, p r o crasti nation and slackness of trans- 
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While our text thus continues so attract the atten> 
cion of students, it has become increasingly difficult to 
obtain copies of it. Separate issues of the “Iimaiiitica” 
have long since been sold out, and even the stock of 
complete copies of voL VUI of the ‘'Memoirs of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal’ 1 , which except for this 
paper is entirely devoted to natural science, has been 
apparently exhausted. Already a king time ago the 
question was raised of the desirability of bringing 
out a new edition, but the war intervened In 1946, 
however, the “Ismaili Society ” of Bombay generously 
provided the necessary funds, and it was intended to 
Issue a revised version of both the text and its transla¬ 
tion. Unfortunately for us, however, this apparently 
simple cask has proved to be full of stupendous diffi¬ 
culties. 

Presses in India, already overworked during die 
war, have become almost beyond the teach of die 
student in the post-war period. With great difficulty 
we have succeeded in printing only the English 
translation, and the printing of the text has been 
delayed for two years. There are very few presses 
in India which are equipped with Persian types, and 
they have been badly hit by riots and other post-war 
events, and are unable to cope with the work in 
hand, not to speak of taking on new work, while 
those very few who could demanded ridiculously 
high “black market” rates. The presses which were 
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A translation of the esoteric Istnaili treatise 
to Persian which is here edited has been already 
published u no. 4 in this same series, in 1947. 
Originally both the text and its English tendering 
were included in my “Ismailitica”, published in the 
“Memoirs of die Asiatic Society of Bengal”, voL 
vm, pput-76 (Calcutta, 1922). 

This Volk, by an unknown author who apparently 
wrote in die end of the tenth/sixteenth century 
somewhere in Persia, is devoted to a papular explana¬ 
tion ofthe late Ntrari version of the central doctrine 
- in Ismailism, that of Imamat. The deplorable scarcity 
of relics of Persian Istnaili literature makes this 
Opuscule very impo rtant for the student of mediaeval 
fenaiftsm- And* although since the date of its 
original publication many genuine Istnaili works in 
Arabic, dating from various periods, have come to 
light, revealing much concerning the history of the 
doctrine, this short treatise has lost nothing of its 
impor t an ce. On the contrary, it has gained much, 
ecrving asa milestone on die still obscure road of 
evolution along which later mediaeval Ismailism has 
gone in Its development. 
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The aim of the^-Ismaili Society”, founded In Bom¬ 
bay Oti tk l€tb February 1946, is die promotion of 
independent and critical study of all matters connected 
wfch' bnaim, that is too say, of all branches of the 
IsmaiU movement in Islatn, their literature, history, 
philosophy, ami so forth.
